Supermarket pays lasting tribute after 
three workers fall victim to cancer

WHEN Sainsbury's workers lost three 
colleagues to cancer in the space of four 
months, they had to salvage something 
from the tragedy. 

Staff at the Oxford Road superstore lost 
Stephen Barber, 45, and Patrick Woods, 72 in 
February to the disease. 

Then Clare McGee, 46, passed away last 
month following a battle with breast cancer. 

Now staff have named Katharine House 
Hospice - which cared for Mr Barber and Miss 
McGee - as their chosen charity for this year. 

And they have raised £500 for a memorial 
bench for the store's foyer in memory of Mr 
Barber and Mr Woods. 

Mr Barber - who had learning difficulties - 
worked as a shelf stacker for 15 years after 
being referred by disability charity The Shaw 
Trust. 

Sainsbury's fundraising organiser Christine 
Cooper said of Mr Barber: "He made 
Sainsbury's his life. He was always grateful that 
we employed him." 

She said of his three-year battle: "He would¬ 
n't give up - he kept coming into work, he 
wouldn't give in to it." 

She said everybody loved Mr Woods, who 
worked at the store for 15 years and passed 
away after a short battle with prostate cancer. 

Miss McGee had worked for three years in 
the store's online delivery department. 

Mrs Cooper said: "Because they were such 
long-standing colleagues we wanted to honour 
them, but didn't know how. 

"We felt the only way we could honour 
them was with the bench. 

"Every time colleagues and customers sit on 
it, it would be a tribute to their lasting memo¬ 


ry." Mrs Cooper said: "It is something that is 
fresh in our minds, that is why we wanted 
Katharine House as our charity this year. 

In 2010 and 2011, the store raised £4,800 
for the Let's Play charity and youth organisation 
BHYP. 

Mr Barber's father, Bill, said he was touched 
by the workers' efforts. 

He said: "Sainsbury's were very good, they 
looked after him." 

His son - married to Deborah - was diag¬ 
nosed after a lump was discovered in his leg, 
which later spread to his lung. 

Mr Barber, 68, said of the former Banbury 


School pupil: "He would ring up and say 'keep 
my job open'. 

"He refused to give up, even when was 
going into casualty, he was asking if he could 
get back to work. 

"He liked helping customers and I think, 
even now, he is helping them have a sit down." 

And he said he was thrilled the store was 
raising cash for Adderbury's "brilliant" 
Katharine House. 

Katharine House corporate fundraiser Sheila 
Norton said: "This reflects how much the local 
community values the work we do at Katharine 
House. We are thrilled to have been chosen."

■ OXON: A non-emergency 
telephone number for 
around-the-clock access to 
NHS services is to be rolled 
out in Oxfordshire later this 
month.

The 111 service will be 
staffed by call advisers 
supported by nurses.

Four arrested after 
woman reports rape

FOUR men have been arrested after an 
18-year-old told police she was raped in 
a Banbury car park. 

The attack happened on Friday, July 6, just 
after midnight in a car park near George Street. 

Thames Valley Police only provided infor¬ 
mation about the incident on July 10. 

The men, who are all 20, were arrested on 
suspicion of rape and bailed until August 4. 

Three of the men are from Bicester and one 
is from Brackley. 

Det Con Ian Gibbard, investigating the inci¬ 
dent, said: "Anyone who was in the area and 
saw any suspicious activity on the night of 
Thursday, July 5, or the early hours of Friday 
morning is asked to contact police. 

"I would also like to take this opportunity to 
reassure residents of Banbury that incidents of 
this nature are very rare in Banbury and a team 
of detectives are working to catch the people 
responsible."

Dementia link 
to find missing 


A NEIGHBOURHOOD 
Watch-style scheme which 
finds people with dementia 
when they go missing has 
been pioneered in 
Oxfordshire. 

Health chiefs have been 
given £191,000 to roll out the 
Neighbourhood Return 

scheme across the county and 
country. 

Experts estimate more than 
460 Oxfordshire dementia suf¬ 
ferers go missing for the first 
time each year, and about 40 
per cent of those in 
Oxfordshire care homes are 
there because they have 
repeatedly wandered away 
from home. 

NHS Oxfordshire, the coun¬ 
ty's primary care trust, believes 
more than 8,000 Oxfordshire 
people will have been diag¬ 
nosed with dementia by 2016 - 
a 20 per cent increase from 
2010. 

The Neighbourhood Return 
project has been devised by

Oxford Dr Rupert McShane, a 
consultant old age psychiatrist 
with the Oxford Health NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

Dr McShane, who is based 
at the Warneford Hospital, 
Oxford, said when sufferers of 
dementia went missing it was 
often the final straw for families 
and carers in deciding they 
could not cope and putting 
their loved one into a home. 

He said: "It's something that 
people talk about when they 
come to clinics. 

"It's an extremely stressful 
thing for carers when their 
loved one goes missing." 

The scheme, which was 
recently trialled in Deddington, 
will work by getting carers to 
register details which might be 
useful if their relative gets lost- 
such as contact phone num¬ 
bers, a photograph, likely 
places to look and information 


about essential medication. 
Then, if they do go missing, a 
team of local volunteers will 
receive a text to say that a per¬ 
son with dementia is lost in 
their neighbourhood, and will 
go out and help look for them. 

It works with the existing 
Neighbourhood Watch 

scheme, which will give peo¬ 
ple signing up to the pro¬ 
gramme the option to also sign 
up to Neighbourhood Return. 

Some 50,000 people have 
already registered across the 
Thames Valley Police area, 
ready for when the project goes 
'live' later this year. 

But the project leaders say 
they still need more. 

Project manager Richard 
Pantlin said: "We estimate that 
over 460 people with dementia 
across Oxfordshire get lost per 
annum for the first time. 

"This can cause great dis¬ 
tress to family and carers. 

"It can also involve the 
police in searches."

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John O'Groats to Land's End cycle ride raises £12,000 for hospital

WHAT STARTED as a bid to 
raise as much money as 
possible for charity, has turned 
into a £12,000 donation to an 
Oxford hospital. 

When Emma Bond was 35 
weeks pregnant, she and 
partner Jonathan Pollard, 31, 
were told that their son - 
named William - had died in 
the womb. 

Miss Bond had suffered a 
placental abruption caused by 
severe pre-eclampsia - a 
condition she had been 
unaware she even had until she 
was taken to the Banbury's 
Horton Hospital on September 
22 , 2011 . 

The 33-year-old was then left 
fighting for her own life as the 
condition threatened her with 
potentially fatal blood 
poisoning. 

After being transferred from 
Banbury to the Silver Star Unit 
for high-risk pregnancies at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital, Oxford, 
Miss Bond, from Banbury, had 
to go through a full labour to 
save her own life. 

Keen to thank the hospital 
and keep the memory of his 
nephew alive, Mr Pollard's 35- 
year-old brother Simon 
embarked on a fundraising 
950-mile charity bike ride from 
John O'Groats to Land's End. 

He has since raised almost 
£13,000 for the unit. 

Miss Bond said: "The care 
we received at Silver Star was 
second to none. 

"Initially we wanted to raise 


£1,500 so to have gone from 
that to where we are is 
amazing. It has really 
highlighted how important 
research into pre-eclampsia is. 

"It is great that this money 
can now make a real 
difference, all in William's 
memory." 


The Silver Star unit cares for 
seriously ill expectant mothers 
and their unborn babies. 

The unit needs to raise 
£120,000 to fund cutting-edge 
research into understanding 
pre- eclampsia - a condition 
which affects some pregnant 
women during the second half 


of pregnancy or immediately 
after delivery of their baby. 

Symptoms include high 
blood pressure and fluid 
retention, and if it's not treated, 
it can be fatal for mother and 
baby. 

Miss Bond added: 
"Hopefully this money will go 


towards research into exactly 
what the causes of pre¬ 
eclampsia are. 

"Once they know, they will 
hopefully be able to control it 
and one day find a cure."

BUSINESSMEN Oliver Helm and 
Andrew Heron were so sick of slow 
Internet that they decided to invent 
their own system. 

It worked so well they have set up a new 
company, Sugarnet, to help other businesses 
in rural areas across Oxfordshire. 

They have worked with clients based at 
Sugarswell Business Park, at Shenington, 
who were threatening to leave the county 
altogether because of the slow broadband 
speeds available. Now they have helped the 
firms join information superhighway with 
speeds of more than 50 megabytes per sec¬ 
ond by beaming signals from fibreoptic 
cables through special transmitters. 

Mr Helm said: "Clients on the business 
park were looking to move away so we came 
up with a solution using existing technology. 

"It really has revolutionised the Internet 
connection market in this area and opened 
up a huge number of opportunities for peo¬ 
ple and businesses." 

The Sugarnet service is now available to 
residential as well as business customers 
with more than 50 having signed up already 
and Mr Helm says that up to 1,000 users can 
be covered by a single mast.

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■ Government gives up canals and rivers 

Waterways get 
public owners 

By Ben Wilkinson 

OXFORD'S canals and rivers 
are now in the hands of the 
people after the waterways 
authority broke from 
Government control. 

British Waterways, a Government 
organisation, ceased to exist this 
month and has been replaced by the 
Canal & River Trust. 

The new charity trust has been 
guaranteed Government funding for 
at least 15 years, but has appealed 
for volunteers to work with them to 
shape the future of the network. 

The new charity status means the 
organisation is free from 
Government restrictions. 

It is now looking for volunteers for 
restoration projects across 
Oxfordshire and also for donations. 

Nigel Powell, a supervisor on 
Oxford Canal, said volunteers were 
now more important. 

He said: "Volunteering is the way 
forward. It's the way we can max¬ 
imise the funds we have and achieve 
more. 

"And it gives people a nice sense 
of ownership to be involved." 

He added: "It's something that is

Pub 'should not 
become a house' 

■ BURDROP: Plans to turn a closed 
pub into a house should be refused, a 
council officer's report has said. 

Those behind the plan for the 
former Bishop Blaize Inn had not 
conclusively shown it was not viable 
as a pub, Rebekah Morgan said. 

The Cherwell District Council 
officer said the plan would encroach 
into the "sensitive and undeveloped 
gap" between the village and Sibford 
Ferris.

Defendant fails

just going to grow and grow over the 
next few years." 

The Government has pledged to 
give the trust at least £39m annually 
for 15 years, with the amount 
expected to rise after a review in two 
years. 

Last year, the Government gave 
£48m, but the Canal & River Trust is 
likely to make up the difference and 
more because it can now fundraise 
as a charity. 

It is also expected to continue to 
make about £75m a year from com¬ 


mercial activities. Jeff Whyatt, the 
Canal & River Trust's senior water¬ 
way manager for the South Sast, said 
all money raised would be invested 
directly into canals and rivers. 

He said volunteers would have a 
big role in the future of the county's 
waterways. 

He said: "The formation of the 
trust is a great opportunity to get 
involved. This is genuinely an excit¬ 
ing time." 

The creation of the trust is the 
UK's first major transfer of state-run 
infrastructure into the charitable 
sector. 

Tony Hales, chairman of the 
Canal & River Trust, added: "Our 
canals and rivers have been trans¬ 
formed from a national disgrace half 
a century ago into a national treas¬ 
ure today. 

"The creation of the Canal & River 
Trust marks the next exciting chapter 
in their 200-year history. 

"By supporting us you can help 
keep your local canal and river spe¬ 
cial. We'd love you to lend a hand."

Replete with more than an hour 
of footage shot on IMAX cameras to 
enhance picture quality and truly 
immerse the audience in the pulse- 
quickening action, The Dark Knight 
Rises ends Nolan's tenure on a 
giddy high. 

The script is a little too cute in 
places, inadvertently giving away 
one major plot point well in 
advance, but it certainly doesn't 
hurt our enjoyment to be two steps 
ahead of the good guys. 

Christian Bale brings typical 
intensity to the title role and the 
tender bond with Sir Michael 
Caine's lackey continues to tug 
heartstrings. 

Thankfully, Tom Hardy's 
electronic vocals have been 
improved since the early trailers for 
the film so his masked villain is 
largely intelligible and Anne 
Hathaway slinks away from 
Michelle Pfeiffer's memorable 
portrayal of Catwoman but still 
purrs some choice one-liners. 

It is eight years since Batman 
falsely assumed responsibility for 


the death of District Attorney 
Harvey Dent (Aaron Eckhart) in 
order to bring the anti-crime 
legislation into effect and crush 
Gotham's criminal fraternity. 

The caped crusader is a fading 
memory and crippled billionaire 
Bruce Wayne (Bale) has become a 
virtual recluse, holed up in his 
manor with trusty butler Alfred 
(Caine). 

An encounter with wily cat 
burglar Selina Kyle (Hathaway) 
draws Bruce into the orbit of 
hulking terrorist Bane (Hardy), who 
intends to complete the work of 
Ra's al Ghul (Liam Neeson) and 
destroy Gotham and its money- 


oriented denizens. A dastardly plot 
unfolds but Bruce is physically and 
mentally unable to stop gangs of 
gun-toting mercenaries from 
overwhelming Commissioner 
Gordon (Gary Oldman) and the 
Gotham police force.

THE Renault Grand Scenic has 
always been a car for grown-ups — 
sensible, spacious and brilliantly 
versatile. But now it has much big¬ 
ger shoes to fill. 

Since the removal of the Espace 
from the French car maker's UK 
range, the seven-seater Grand 
Scenic now sits at the top of its fam¬ 
ily-friendly people carrier line-up. 

The car is a different beast to the 
original Scenic, which was 
launched back in 1996 and within 
12 months was voted European Car 
of the Year. I have one of the original 
models sitting on my drive and the 
new version is more strongly striking 
in every respect. 

On the outside the most eye¬ 
catching feature of the revamped 
model is the complete reworking of 
the front end, with a new bonnet, 
wings, bumper and headlight 
arrangement. Details include black 
high-gloss elements around the 
grille and the use of chrome trims 
around the new LED daytime run¬ 
ning lights. At the rear, the light clus¬ 
ters also have a new look. 

Longer, taller and wider than its 
predecessor, with sharper styling 
and much more equipment, the star 
feature of the test model sat unseen 
under the bonnet. Power comes 
from an enhanced version of the 
Renault's core diesel engine. The 1.5 


dCi 110 Stop & Start uses Stop & 
Start technology and brake energy 
regeneration to help deliver a 12 per 
cent saving in fuel consumption and 
low CO 2 emissions of 105g/km. 

What remains unchanged is the 
spacious cabin with plenty of space, 
even for those in the third row, and 
huge versatility, thanks to a folding 
front passenger seats and individual¬ 
ly adjustable second row seats that 
have a variety of adjustments and 
can be removed altogether. 

All that is backed up by no fewer 
than 40 stowage spaces, including 
underfloor compartments, under¬ 
seat drawers, six seatback map 
pockets, glovebox and a nine-litre 
sliding centre console.

Average used car prices vary across country 


BRISTOL is the best place in Britain 
to buy a used car, it has been 
revealed. 

Popular second-hand motors in the 
south-west England city are an 
average £350 cheaper than else¬ 
where in the UK. 

In contrast, Cambridge is the prici¬ 
est place for used cars, with the 
average price as high as 
£15,000, according to analysis 
by search site Adzuna.co.uk. 

On average, buying a used car in 
England will cost consumers 
five per cent more than if they 
bought the same model in 
Scotland, Wales or Northern 
Ireland. 


The study also showed that Peugeot 
and Renault cars lose their 
value the fastest, followed by 
Vauxhalls. 

It said the fastest-depreciating car 
models in the UK were Renault 
Meganes and Peugeot 206s, 
which were worth much less 
than half their new price after 
three years, while models such 
as the Volkswagen Polo and Ford 
Ka lost less than 30 per cent of 
their value. 

Popular Italian supercars retained 
their value better than most, 
with the Ferrari California and 
Lamborghini Gallardo dropping 
less than 25 per cent over three 


years, along with the Audi R8. 

Adzuna co-founder Andrew Hunter 
says: "In financially difficult 
times, Britons need to be smart 
about buying cars which will 
retain value over time, and to 
be willing to travel to find bar¬ 
gains."
